The B.B.C. 


It is more or less’ freely 
admitted all over the world that 
the conduct of broadcasting in 
\:Great Britain, as carried out by 
jtthe British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, is more satisfactory in 
its cultural and entertainment 
values than that provided 
almost anywhere else.. When 
‘the Corporation was formed 
‘junder special charter 10 years 
ago 2 commendable fullness of 
vision was evident. To say 
that the enormous growth of 
broadcasting and. the wireless 
Services generally was perhaps 
not fully foreseen is not to make 
a criticism, but rather to 
acknowledge that the most 
optimistic predictions . have 
fallen far short of the reality. 
No one can possibly“be blamed 
fer that; indeed, those early 
visionaries deserve every credit 
for. having prepared as fully as 
they did for,the pending re- 
quirements of growth and de- 
velopment. Only -2 superman 
would have been able to fore- 
east reasonably accurately the 
part that broadcasting was to 
be playing at the end of 10 
years of growth. The predic- 
tion might well have staggered 
Mr. Wells or Jules_Verne them- 
selves. They could hardly have 
predicted a world. in which 
countless millions of people are 
day in and day out entertained, 
instructed and amused—and 
sometimes bored—by countless 
hours of transmissions of 
variety programmes, symphony 
orchestras, talks, plays and dis- 
cussions. Not the boldest 
among them foresaw the enor- 
mous growth which broadcast- 
ing in all its phases was to
